PONDS VALUABLE TO FARMERS 


tural report that thousands of farmers in the United States 
have turned to the use of farm ponds for irrigation, hatch- 
eries and, occasionally, as a supply for fire-fighting. 

The ponds often represent nothing more than a dam- 
med creek or a natural or a man-made depression that 
catches and stores water. Some are small and relatively | 
simple. Others cover acres and have intricate spillways. 

It is quite possible that many farmers have overlooked : 
the possibility of creating a water reservoir on their land. 
In some instances. it ought to be possible to impound water 
and use it to irrigate a limited acreage. In all cases, if the 
fish crop. which possesses recreational, as well as mone- 
pond is large enough, the owner has a chance to grow a. 
tary value, 

We do not know how many farms in Hancock County . 
possess springs. running water or a depression that is suit-’ 
able for the creation of a pond. However, we suggest to 
our readers that they look into the possibilities that exist 
on their land. The small amount invested in the construc. . 
tion of a pond might pay big dividends.

One-filth of the fatalities listed in the annual toll of 
8.150.000 street and highway accidents is attributed ‘0, 
causes which come under eneral heading of vision, 
obstruction. according to a report of the National Safety 
Council. 

The conclusion of this organization is that the death 
dazzle on the highways is increasing and represents a fear- | 
some night peril to motorists, causing accidenst which have 
proved fatal to thousands of motorist and pedestrians. 

While other factors, such as fatigue, impatience and | 
luck of judgment, entered into the accidents, these causes 
are accentuated by the dazzle ul come from many head- 


lights. On rural routes, in partiqular, this seems to be the| 
case because the death ratio is highest after nightfall. 

The one practice that could curb the highway glare. | 
that of lowering the headlight beam in passing, has fallen 
into widespread disuse. although many states have laws! 
making such procedure mandatory. The volume of traffic 
in many localities. is so heavy that traffic policemen find 
it almost impossible to enforce the rules because of insuf- 
ficient manpower. 

We call attention to the figures given by the National 
Safety Council because they emphasize the peril of bright 
lights when two cars meet on the highway. Mississippi, 
however, is one that requires motorists to lower their head- 
lights when meeting another vehicle and, we must state, 
our experience in recent night driving reveals that, in 
most cases, the drivers of automobiles are complying with 
this regulation. It has been very rare, in our experience, to 
meet a driver who did not obey this rule.
